HE  KENTUCKY  WESLEYAN  COEEEGE  was  founded, 
according  to  the  words  of  the  Charter,  ' '  for  the  promotion 
of  literature,  science,  morality  and  religion.  "  This  gives 
in  brief  the  purpose  of  the  establishment  and  continuance  of  the 
institution.  All  the  usual  departments  of  literature  and  science 
are  represented  in  its  courses  of  instruction,  but  pervading  all  is 
a  positive  religious  spirit  and  influence  without  which  no  educa- 
tion is  complete.  There  is,  however,  no  narrow  spirit  of  secta- 
rianism in  the  school.  All  denominations  are  represented  among 
its  students  and  and  among  its  graduates.  The  aim  of  the  Facul- 
ty is  simply  to  impress  upon  the  mind  and  heart  of  each  student 
the  motto  on  the  College  Seal,  "  The  fear  of  the  Eord  is  the  be- 
ginning of  wisdom.  ' ' 

We  desire  to  call  attention,  also,  to  the  statement,  that  the 
Kentucky  Wesley  an  is  a  College,  in  7iame  and  in  fact.  It  is 
not  a  High  School  simply,  under  the  name  of  a  "  College  "  ;  nor 
is  it  a  College  attempting  to  do  University  work,  either  under  the 
name  of  a  College,  or  a  University,  so-called.  Its  methods  and 
courses  of  study,  in  substance,  are  those  of  the  best  Collegiate  in- 
stitutions of  the  land,  no  matter  what  their  title  or  where  located. 
We  have  not  the  large  number  in  the  Faculty  wealthier  schools 
can  boast,  but  we  believe  we  do  full  Collegiate  work,  conscien- 
tiously and  thoroughly.  We  at  least  invite  comparison  of  our 
courses  of  study  and  methods  of  instruction  with  those  of  the  best 
Colleges,  anywhere,  a?id  feel  we  shall  not  suffer  by  the  comparison.

In  common  with  a  great  many  other  Colleges,  and  even  Uni- 
versities, we  are  forced  by  the  small  number  of  proper  training 
schools  throughout  the  country,  to  maintain  an  Academic  or  Pre- 
paratory Department  in  connection  with  the  College,  but  the 
work  of  this  Department,  in  thoroughness  and  completeness, 
is  in  no  respect  inferior  to  that  of  the  College  proper.  As 
explained  on  a  subsequent  page,  there  are  some  special  advan- 
tages in  this  connection  of  the  Preparatory  Department  with 
the  College,  that  should  be  considered  by  those  who  are  com- 
pelled to  leave   home  for  their  preparatory  training. 

Historic  Sketch. 

In  corporation  lineage,  Kentucky  Wesleyan  College 
has  its  beginning  in  Bethel  Academy,  established  in  Jessamine 
County,  Ky.,  in  1795,  chartered  in  1803,  by  the  Ky.  Conference, 
the  site  of  the  main  building  being  near  where  High  Bridge  sta- 
tion is  now  located  on   the  Cincinnati  Southern  Railway. 

Bethel  Academy  was  followed  by  Augusta  College,  1822-49, 
located  at  Augusta,  Ky.,  on  the  Ohio  River,  fifteen  miles  above 
Cincinnati.  Under  a  new  charter  by  act  of  Legislature,  Augus- 
ta College  was  incorporated  with  authority  to  confer  the  usual 
degrees,  this  being  then,  as  is  reliably  stated,  "  the  only  Metho- 
dist College  in  the  world  having  such  authority.  " 

Augusta  College  was  followed  by  the  Kentucky  Wesleyan 
College,  first  located  at  Millersburg,  Ky.  In  1890,  the  Ken- 
tucky Wesleyan  was  removed  to  Winchester,  its  present  seat, 
where  it  has  had  a  marked  growth  in  facilities  and  resources. 
Many  improvements  have  been  made  in  the  teaching  outfit  and 
conveniences  for  class  work  ;  also,  recently,  two  Preparatory 
Academies  have  been  opened,  one  at  Campton  and  one  at  Burn- 
side,  Ky.  With  the  increased  interest  in  the  College,  manifested 
by  its  many  friends  throughout  the  state,  and  a  further  enlarge- 
ment of  the  endowment  fund,  the  College,  although  its  record  in 
the  past  has  been  honorable,  promises  in  the  future  to  be  able  to 
do  still  greater  things  for  higher  Christian  education. 

Coeducational. 

Young  ladies  are  received  in  the  Kentucky  Wesleyan  on 
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the  same  terms  as  young  men.  They  are  admitted  to  the  same 
courses  and  receive  the  same  degrees,  on  the  completion  of  the 
work  prescribed.  Several  years'  experience  proves  that  they  can 
do  the  work,  and  there  is  an  increasing  number  each  year  asking 
for  admission.  Instruction  in  music  or  art,  by  excellent  teachers 
and  at  the  usual  prices,  can  be  furnished  any  wanting  to  add 
those  subjects  to  their  College  course. 

Building  and  Grounds. 

The  College  building  and  grounds  are  located  on  a  beautiful 
elevation  in  the  Western  part  of  the  city.  The  building  is  a 
large  imposing  structure,  of  brick  and  stone.  The  beauty  of  the 
building,  also,  is  much  admired  by  all,  the  style  of  architec- 
ture is  altogether  modern,  with  a  tall  graceful  tower  forming  the 
central  feature.  Inside  it  is  well  arranged  for  purpose  and  con- 
venience of  instruction.  The  walls  of  the  principle  rooms  are 
tinted  and  frescoed,  the  large  chapel  being  one  of  the  handsom- 
est h^lls  of  its  kind,  in  the  state.  The  furniture  throughout  the 
building,  also,  is  well  adapted  for  use  of  classes,  for  oral  or  writ- 
ten work. 

College  Library  and  Reading  Room. 

The  College  Library  is  composed  of  several  hundred  vol- 
umes, the  gift  principally  of  Bishop  H.  H.  Kavanaugh  and  Rev. 
T.  N.  Ralston,  D.  D.,  who  desired  that  their  libraries  should 
come  to  the  Kentucky  Wesleyan  College  after  their  death. 
The  library  is  open  to  students  at  all  times.

The  Clark  Gymnasium. 

The  Christian  intelligence  and  liberality  of  Thos.  A.  Clark, 
a  venerable  and  beloved  layman  of  the  Methodist  church  of  Wil- 
liamstown,  Ky.,  made  possible  in  1896  a  College  Gymnasium. 
The  donation  was  also  supplemented  by  the  thoughtful  and  ap- 
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predated  regard  of  Mr.  Frank  H.  Dudley,  of  Winchester,  one  of 
the  most  prominent  and  useful  layman  of  the  Episcopal  church 
in  the  State. 

Apparatus  of  the  General  Exercise  Hall,  in  large  variety, 
fixtures,  plumbing  and  adjustments  of  the  well  arranged  Bath 
Hall,  were  supplied  from  latest  and  best  designs  of  leading  man- 
ufactories, and  an  ample  supply  of  water  is  furnished  by  the  city 
water- works. 

To  give  a  sound  mind  in  a  sound  body,  to  secure  to  the 
growing  life  a  vigorous  intellectual,  moral  and  physical  manhood, 
will  be  the  best  memorial  of  the  Clark  Gymnasium  through  com- 
ing years,  a  memorial  that  its  benefactor  has  not  lived  in  vain. 

Winchester. 

Its  Central  Location  and  Accessibility. — Winchester,  the 
county  seat  of  Clark  County,  one  of  the  central  blue-grass  coun- 
ties of  the  State,  is  located  at  the  intersection  of  three  important 
railroads — the  I/puisville  and  Nashville,  extending  north  and 
south,  entirely  across  the  State,  and  connecting  at  various  points 
with  other  branches  of  that  system  ;  the  Chesapeake  and  Ohio, 
running  east  and  west,  with  its  numerous  connections  ;  and  the 
Lexington  and  Eastern,  beginning  at  Lexington  and  extending 
to  Jackson  in  Breathitt  county  in  South-eastern  Kentucky. 
These  several  roads,  on  which  there  are  sixteen  daily  mail  trains, 
make  Winchester  one  of  the  most  accessible  points  in  the  State. 

Its  Moral,  Religious  and  Social  Conditions. — The  moral  and 
religious  influences  of  the  town  are  of  the  most  positive  charac- 
ter. There  are  eight  white  churches  in  the  town,  representing 
the  several  denominations,  and  a  Young  Men's  Christian  Asso- 
ciation with  a  circulating  library  and  reading  room,  gymnasium, 
bath  rooms,  etc.  To  all  of  these,  the  College  young  men  are 
heartily  welcomed.  Recently  the  people  of  Winchester  and 
Clark  county  have  voted  L,ocal  Option  by  a  large  majority,  Win- 
chester alone  giving  a  majority  of  nearly  two  hundred.  This 
means  the  closing  of  the  open  saloon  and  the  removal  largely  of 
all  those  temptations  connected  therewith. 

The  general  intelligence,  also,  of  the  people  of  Winchester 
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and  their  progressiveness,  are  observed  b}T  all.  The  many  ma- 
terial improvements  made  the  last  few  years,  the  opening  of  new 
streets,  the  erection  of  new  buildings  for  residence  and  business, 
electric  lights,  water- works,  the  public  schools,  and  various  other 
improvements  and  additions,  show  the  enterprise  of  the  people 
and  the  business  spirit  that  prevails. 

Sanitary  Situation.  In  elevation  above  sea  level,  Kentucky 
is  composed  of  four  different  plateaus  or  grades  of  altitude — the 
highest  being  1,500  to  2,000  feet.  Winchester  is  on  the  plateau 
next  in  grade  to  the  highest.  Students  coming  from  lower  alti- 
tudes of  the  State  and  also  of  other  States,  are  at  once,  as  a  rule, 
benefited  in  health  and  vigor.  The  sanitary  situation  of  Win- 
chester is  one  of  the  best  in  the  Mississippi  valley,  and  perhaps 
unsurpassed  in  the  Union  for  average  health  record.

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'COLLEGIATE. 

I.  Freshman.  —In  the  first  term,  Cicero's  Orations  and  se- 
lections from  the  Letters  will  be  read  and  the  outlines  of  Roman 
Literature  will  be  studied.  In  the  second  term,  Vergil's  Aeneid 
will  be  read,  with  supplementary  work  in  Mythology. 

Text  Books:  Cicero's  Orations  and  Letters  {Johnston)  ; 
Roman  Literature  (  Wilkins)  ;  Vergil's  Aeneid,  I- VI  {Harper 
■and  Miller,  or  Greenough  &  Kittredge)  ;  Greek  and  Roman

II.  Sophomore. — This  year's  work  will  be  given  to  Ro- 
man History,  and  the  texts  will  be  supplemented  with  weekfy 
lectures  in  the  history  of  the  periods  studied. 

Text  Books:  Livy,  XXII.  {Greenough  and  Peck,  or 
Westcott)  ;  Tacitus'  Agricola  arid  Germania  {Hopkins)  ■;  Gilder- 
sleeve's Latin  Grammar  and  Prose  Composition. 

IIL  Junior. — This  year's  work  will  be  given  to  Latin  as  a 
literary  language.  In  the  first  term,  the  Odes  and  Epodes  of 
Horace  will  be  read  in  alternate  years  with  the  Satires  and  Epis- 
tles, and  in  the  second  term  a  play  of  Plautus  will  alternate  with 
one  of  Terence.  Selections  from  some  Ciceronian  text  will  be 
studied  for  their  artistic  qualities. 

Text  Books  :  Horace,  Odes  and  Epodes  {Smith)  ;  Hor- 
ace, Satires  and  Epistles,  {Greenough  or  Kirkland)  ;  Plautus, 
Captives  {Morris)  ;  Terence,  Phormio  '{Elmer)  ;  Gildersleeve's 
Latin  Grammar,  and  Prose  Composition. 

SCHOOL  OF  GREEK. 

Professor  Spencer. 

The  aim  in  this  School  is  to  acquire  an  ability  to  read  the 
language,  and  to  gain  insight  into  ancient  thought  and  literature. 
In  reading,  the  natural  order  of  words  will  be  followed  largely, 
and  the  student  will  be  expected  to  get  the  thought  without 
translating  ;  in  other  words,  to  read  Greek. 

The  grammar  and  composition  are  continued  through  the 
course.  Works  relating  to  the  author  or  subject  in  hand  are 
recommended  to  the  student  and  endeavor  is  made  to  awaken  a 
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lively  interest  in'  the  great  field  of  literature,  and  to  encourage 
independent  thought  and  research, 

PREPARATORY. 

The  first  aim  in  this  class  will  be  to  secure,  as  quickly  as 
possible,  a  working  knowledge  of  the  forms  of  the  language  and 
a  vocabulary  of  Greek  words. 

Text  Books:  First  Term,  Graves  and  Hawes'  First  Book 
in  Greek  ;  Goodwin's  Greek  Grammar.  Second  Term,  Good- 
win's Anabasis;  Grammar,  continued. 

COLLEGIATE. 

i.  Frkshman. — In  this  class  special  attention  is  given  to 
the  further  mastery  of  forms  and  the  acquisition  of  a  vocabulary, 
together  with  some  attention  to  the  simpler  constructions  of  the 
language.  During  the  year,  a  brief  review  of  Grecian  History, 
also,  will  be  had. 

Text  Books:  First  Term,  Orations  of  Lysias  (Stevens)  ; 
Goodwin's  Grammar;  Allinson's  Prose  Composition.  Second 
Term,  Herodotus;  Grammar  and  Composition;  Myers'  History; 
Sight  Reading  (Anabasis). 

II.  Sophomore. — In  this  class  the  syntax  of  the  language 
will  be  emphasized,  with  study  of  moods  and  tenses  and  attention 
to  the  more  complicated  constructions. 

Text  Books:  First  Term,  Homer's  Iliad,  I-VI  (Keep)  ; 
Goodwin's  Grammar  and  Allinson's  Composition.  Other  books 
of  the  Iliad  for  parallel  reading.  Second  Term,  Plato,  Apology 
and  Crito  (Dyer)  ;  New  Testament  ;  Memorabilia  (Winans)  for 
parallel  reading. 

III.  Junior. — In  this  year  the  literature  is  stressed. 

Text  Books:  First  Term,  Thucydides  (Morris);  the  Hel- 
lenica  for  parallel  reading.  Second  Term,  Antigone  (D'Ooge)  ; 
Clouds  of  Aristophanes  (Humphrey's);  Grecian  Literature. 

Books  of  Reference  Recommended:  Liddell  and  Scott's  Greek 
Lexicon  (seventh  edition),  Veitch's  Greek  Verbs,  Goodwin's 
Moods  and  Tenses,  Anthon's  Classical  Dictionary,  and  Smith's 
Dictionary  of  Antiquities. 

SCHOOL  OF  GERMAN. 

Professor  Spencer. 

First  Ykar. — This  year  will  be  given  to  gaining  a  sound 
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knowledge  of  the  grammar,  to  reading  easy  texts  and  to  easy 
conversation. 

Text  Books:  Joynes-Meissner's  Grammar,  Part  i;  Joynes' 
Reader. 

Second  Ykar. — In  this  year  rapid  and  extended  reading 
will  be  emphasized  with  attention  to  German  Literature. 

Text  Books:  Joynes-Meissner's  Grammar,  Parts  II  and 
III;  Der  Neffe  als  Onkel;  Minna  Von  Barnheim;  Wilhelm  Tell. 

SCHOOL  OF  FRENCH. 

Professor  Garnett. 

This  course  consists  of  two  years'  work.  It  is  begun  in  the 
Sophomore  year,  and  is  as  follows  : 

First  Year. — Muzzarelli's  Academic  French  Course,  Part 
I;  Easy  Readings,  selected  from  D.  C.  Heath  &  Co.'s  Publica- 
tions. 

Second  Year. — Muzzarelli's  Academic  French  Course, 
Part  II;  Advanced  Readings  and  Advanced  Composition.  The 
books  selected  for  this  year's  work  will  include  some  of  the 
French  Masterpieces. 

SCHOOL  OF  ENGLISH. 

In  this  School,  the  aim  is  to  give  the  student  the  power  of  a 
ready,  correct,  and  effective  use  of  English,  as  well  as  a  critical 
knowledge  of  what  constitutes  the  best  literature. 

PREPARATORY. 

First  Year.  First  Term,  Metcalf's  English  Grammar  ; 
Prescribed  Reading  in  English  Classics. 

Second  Term,  English  Grammar,  continued;  Chittenden's 
English  Composition;  Prescribed  Reading. 

COLLEGIATE. 

I.  Freshman.  First  Term,  Elements  of  Rhetoric  (D.  J. 
Hill's);  Masterpieces  of  American  literature;  Matthew's  Intro- 
duction to  American  literature. 

Second  Term,  Rhetoric,  continued;  Advanced  English  Gram- 
mar (Baskervill  and  Sewall's);  English  Masterpieces. 

For  use  both  in  preparation  of  class  exercises  and  in  general 
reading,  each  member  of  the  Freshman  Class  will  be  required  to 
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have  also  a  copy  of  Webster's  Academic  Dictionary    (latest   edi- 
tion), or  some  other  equally  comprehensive  and  recent  work. 

II.  Junior.  First  Term,  Advanced  Rhetoric  (Quacken- 
bos's  Practical);   Private  Reading;  Biweekly  Essays. 

Second  Term,  Rhetoric,  continued;  History  of  English  Lan- 
guage (Eounsbery's).      Private  Reading.     Orations. 

Each  member  of  the  Junior  Class  will  be  required  to  have, 
in  addition  to  a  good  dictionary,  a  copy  of  Fernald's  Synonyms,  or 
Smith's  Synonyms  Discriminated,  and  Roget's  Therausus  of 
English  Words  and  Phrases. 

III.  Senior  Year.  Both  Terms,  History  of  English  Lit- 
erature; Hale's  Longer  English  Poems;  Specimens  of  Argumen- 
tation, and  of  Exposition;  Class  Study  of  DeQuincey.  Private 
reading  of  Addison,  Burke,  Macaulay,  Carlyle,  Thackeray,  and 
Ruskin. 

SCHOOL  OF  MATHEMATICS. 
Professor  Garnett.  Professor  Buckner. 

PREPARATORY. 

First  Year.  Both  Arithmetic  and  Algebra  are  studied  this 
year,  but  in  different  classes.  The  course  in  Arithmetic  begins  with 
a  study  of  Fractions.  Then  follow  Percentage  and  its  applications, 
Interest,  Discount,  etc.  The  second  term,  the  subject  is  com- 
pleted. The  course  in  Algebra  begins  at  the  first  of  the  subject. 
Special  effort  is  made  to  give  the  class  a  clear  and  correct  idea  of 
Algebraic  methods  and  their  applications.     Course,   entire  year. 

Second  Year.  Algebra,  beginning  at  Quadratics.  Thor- 
ough drills  on  all  important  subjects.  Numerous  problems  and 
exercises. 

COLLEGIATE. 

I.  Freshman. — This  class  begins  the  study  of  Geometry, 
and  completes,  by  the  end  of  the  year,  both  the  Plane  and  the 
Solid.  Special  attention  is  given  to  the  solution  and  demonstra- 
tion of  original  exercises.  A  full  set  of  Geometrical  forms  and 
solids  will  be  used  in  illustration. 

II.  Sophomore. — Higher  Algebra  is  studied  the  first  half 
of  this  year. 

The  second  half  of  this  year  is  given  to  Plane  and  Spherical 
Trigonometry.     The  solution  of  triangles,  the  application  of  the 
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principles  to  measuring  heights  and  distances  will  constitute  the 
practical  part  of  the  work.  In  addition  to  this,  Analytical  Trig- 
onometry will  be  carefully  studied,  and  the  student  required  to 
do  original  work  in  investigating  the  various  relations  of  the 
functions  of  an  angle. 

III.  Junior. — The  first  term  is  given  to  Analytical  Geom- 
etry. 

The  second  term,  the  class  studies  Differential  and  Integral 
Calculus. 

IV.  Surveying,  elective. 

The  second  term  of  each  year,  to  those  having  completed 
Trigonometry,  a  course  will  be  given  in  Plane  Surveying  and 
Leveling.  This  work  will  be  largely  practical,  including  full 
use  of  Compass,  Transit,  Leveling  Rod,  Platting  Instruments, 
etc.     Text,  Car  hart. 

SCHOOL    OF    SCIENCE. 

Professor  Batson. 

The  following  subjects  are  included  in  this  School  : 

I.  Human  Physiology.  The  Second  Term.  The  first 
object  will  be  to  secure  a  good  general  knowledge  of  the  anatomi- 
cal structure  and  functions  of  the  human  body.  A  human  skele- 
ton, a  complete  manikin,  numerous  anatomical  and  outline 
charts,  microscopic  slides  of  various  organs  and  tissues,  dissec- 
tions of  parts  of  lower  animals,  and  much  other  practical  illustra- 
tion will  aid  very  materially  in  this  part  of  the  work.  Secondly, 
the  hygienic  phase  of  the  subject  is  carefully  presented  and 
strongly  emphasized.  The  course  in  this  subject  is  intended  es- 
pecially for  those  just  entering  upon  College  life.  Hence  the 
strong  emphasis  put  upon  the  practical  and  hygienic  departments 
of  the  study.  The  course,  however,  is  beneficial  to  all.  Young  men 
preparing  to  teach  in  the  common  schools  of  the  State  will  find  it 
specially  helpful  to  them. 

II.  Physics.  This  subject  is  given  in  two  courses,  an  ele- 
mentary course,  the  First  Term,  and  an  advanced  course,  First 
and  Second  Terms. 

The  first  is  intended  for  first  and  second  year  students,  and 
will  include  a    study  of  the  laws  of  solids,    liquids   and    gases, 
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heat,  light,  and  electricity,   treated  of  course  in  a  somewhat  ele- 
mentary way. 

The  advanced  course  will  cover  the  entire  subject,  also,  but 
with  a  much  fuller  study  of  details.  Much  attention  will  be 
given  to  the  mathematical  phases  also  of  the  subject.  This 
course,  as  a  rule,  should  follow  that  in  Chemistry. 

Both  the  elementary  and  the  advanced  course  will  be  illus- 
trated by  numerous  experiments,  of  which  the  students  will  make 
careful  notes. 

The  following  is  a  partial  list  of  apparatus  used  in  illustra- 
tion :  The  various  mechanical  powers,  a  fine  aneroid  barometer, 
glass  models  of  all  the  different  hydraulic  pumps,  a  good  air 
pump  and  accompanying  pieces,  a  variety  of  sound  apparatus, 
different  kinds  of  lenses,  mirrors,  a  refracting  telescope,  a  com- 
pound microscope  of  high  power,  polariscope,  a  large  lot  of  color 
discs  to  illustrate  the  composition  of  light,  a  direct  vision  spec- 
troscope, pyrometers,  compound  bars,  differential  thermometers,  a 
working  model  of  a  steam  engine.  In  the  department  of  mag- 
netism and  electricity,  we  have  a  specially  full  collection  of  well 
made  modern  apparatus.  In  addition  to  all  the  usual  voltaic 
cells  and  machines  for  making  electricity,  including  a  very  fine 
Toepler-Holtz  of  recent  purchase,  we  have  a  complete  working 
dynamo,  giving  both  direct  and  alternating  current,  and  capable 
of  running  two  or  more  incandescent  lamps  at  a  time.  With  the 
dynamo  we  have  also  a  model  electric  motor,  with  fan  attach- 
ments, etc.,  an  induction  coil  (^-inch  spark),  a  telephone,  mi- 
crophone, a  full  set  of  telegraphic  instruments,  galvanometers, 
resistance  boxes,  etc.,  etc. 

III.  Chemistry.  A  full  year's  work  is  given  this  subject, 
also,  the  course  embracing  the  general  topics  of  inorganic  chem- 
istry, organic  chemistry  and  analysis.  The  method  of  instruc- 
tion attempted  is  a  judicious  combination  of  laboratory  work 
with  class-room  work,  two  to  four  hours  a  week  being  given  to 
the  laboratory,  and  not  less  than  four  periods  a  week  to  recita- 
tion and  explanation  in  the  class-room.  In  the  Laboratory, 
(which  occupies  one  of  the  largest  rooms  in  the  building, )  each 
student  is  furnished  a  table,  supplied  with  all  the  necessary 
chemicals  and  apparatus  for  his  individual  work,    and  he  is  re- 
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quired  to  use  his  utmost  skill  in  experimenting,  observing  and 
recording.  This  course  in  Chemistry  is  helpful  not  only  to  the 
general  student,  but  is  also  of  special  benefit  to  the  student  pre- 
paring for  Pharmacy  or  Medicine,  as  testified  to  by  those  who 
have  taken  the  course  before  going  off  to  their  professional 
schools. 

IV.  Mineralogy  and  Biology.  One  Year.  Mineralo- 
gy is  taken  up  at  the  beginning  of  the  First  Term.  A  knowl- 
edge of  Chemistry  is  presupposed.  Almost  the  entire  work  of 
the  class  is  in  the  line  of  practical  determination  and  analysis  of 
unknown  minerals. 

General  Biology,  including  Zoology  and  Botany,  will  occupy 
the  remainder  of  the  year.  In  Zoology,  practical  illustration  as 
far  as  possible,  will  be  given  of  all  the  various  types  of  animal 
life,  and  the  systematic  classification  of  the  same.  In  Botany, 
the  study  is  pursued  with  the  objects  themselves  in  hand.  In 
both  subjects,  the  microscope  and  other  means  of  illustration  are 
called  into  frequent  use,  and  every  effort  is  made  to  lay  well  the 
foundations  for  the  broadest  biological  study.    • 

V.  Astronomy  and  Gkology.  Astronomy,  the  First 
Term;  Geology,  the  Second. 

The  practical  phases  of  Astronomy  will  be  emphasized.  The 
student  will  be  called  upon  to  solve  a  large  number  of  exercises 
and  to  confirm  his  conclusions  by  actual  observation  as  far  as 
possible. 

In  Geology,  the  study  will  be  illustrated  rjy  a  number  of 
specimens  of  minerals  and  fossils  from  the  collection  of  the  Col- 
lege, representing  the  principal  fauna  and  flora  of  the  great  Geo- 
logical Ages.  Clark  County,  in  which  the  College  is  located, 
shows  the  lower  Silurian  formation,  down  as  low  as  the  Chazy. 
(L/inney).  There  are  considerable  exposures,  also,  of  the  Devo- 
nian and  Sub-Carboniferous  periods  above.  Occasional  excur- 
sions, therefore,  to  different  parts  of  the  county  will  give  a  good 
opportunity  for  some  field  work. 

SCHOOL  OF  HISTORY  AND   POLITICAL  ECONOMY. 

Professor  Wamsley. 
PREPARATORY. 

First  Year.  First  Term,  History  of  the  United  States 
(Johnston). 
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Second  Term,  Civics  (Macey's  Our  Government). 

COLLEGIATE. 

I.  Freshman.     Both  Terms,   General  History  (Myers). 

II.  Senior.  First  Term,  Political  Economy  (Walker, 
Briefer  Course)  ;    Class  study  of  Economic  Problems  of  the  Day. 

SCHOOL  OF  PSYCHOLOGY  AND    CHRISTIAN    EVIDENCES. 

President  Pearce. 

I.  Senior.  First  Class.  First  Term.  Eogic  (Hill's  Je- 
von's),   followed  by  Psychology  (Davis's). 

Second  Term.     Psychology,  completed. 

In  this  class,  more  attention  is  given  to  the  empirical  and 
practical  phases  of  the  subjects  than  to  the  speculative  and  his- 
torical. The  important  questions  concerning  the  idea  of  right,  the 
nature  of  conscience,  the  freedom  of  the  will,  are  included  in  the 
course  and  are  discussed  in  such  a  way  as  to  form  the  basis  of  the 
highest  type  of  human  character.  . 

II.  Senior.  Second  Class.  Second  Term.  Natural  Theol- 
ogy (Valentine's),    followed  by  Christian  Evidences   (Fisher's). 

In  the  course  in  Natural  Theology  the  student  learns  that 
there  is  no  conception  so  reasonable,  so  satisfying  to  the  human 
mind,  as  that,  of  "  God  the  Father  Almighty,  Maker  of  Heaven 
and    Earth." 

In  the  Evidences  of  Christianity,  the  competency  and  the 
credibility  of  the  evidence  are  first  discussed  ;  then  the  weight 
of  the  evidence  as  given  in  the  character  of  Christ,  in  prophecy, 
in  miracles,  and  in  the  supernatural  results  of  Christianity.  Thus 
we  are  led  not  only  to  the  existence  of  a  Supreme  Being  in  na- 
ture, but  to  God  manifest  in  the  flesh  in  the  person  of  Jesus 
Christ,  the  hope  of  humanity,  the  light  of  the  world. 

SCHOOL  OF  BIBLICAL    HISTORY  AND  LITERATURE, 

President  Pearce. 

It  is  assumed  that  views  of  God,  duty,  and  destiny,  presented 
with  increasing  fullness  through  books  of  the  Bible,  are  authori- 
tative in  themselves  and  in  their  ultimate  service,  and  that  it  is 
therefore  incumbent  upon  every  one  to  become  familiar  with  prin- 
ciples of  intelligent  interpretation. 
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The  following  is  the  course  as  now  arranged: 
(a)     Old  Testament ' History  and  Literature.     First  Term, 
Lectures  : — Institution  of  the  Pentateuch. 
— Sociology  of  Levitical  Law. 
— Times  of  Minor  Prophets. 
— Period  between  Malachi  and  Matthew. 
(6)     New  Testament  History  and  Literature.   Second  Term. 
Lectures  : — Relation  of  Christianity  to   Civic  and  Social 
Conditions  of  Roman  Empire. 
— Political,  Social,  and  Religious  Relation  of  the 

Jews. 
— Missionary  Christianity  at  Commercial  Centers. 
The  student  will  be  required  to  enter   in  a  note  book,   in  a 
methodical  way,  notes  of  Lectures,   and  these  notes  will  be  sub- 
ject to  frequent  inspection  on  part  of  the  instructor. 
Books  of  Reference  :

SCHOOL  OF  PHYSICAL    CULTURE. 

Provision  for  this  department  makes  the  Gymnasium  course 
compulsory,  (a. rule  prevailing  in  a  majority  of  Colleges),  for  all 
male  students  fifteen  years  of  age  and  over,  unless  excused  for 
physical  disability,  certified  by  the  examining,  physician.  Utili- 
ty and  vital  necessity  of  physical  culture,  under  a  judicious  in- 
structor, is  fully  indorsed  by  the  highest  medical  and  educational 
authorities.  ,,     § 

The  course  in  the  Gymnasium  consists  of  a  series  of  exercises 
carefully  graded  and  well  adapted  for  the  proper  and  full  develop- 
ment of  the  body.  The  apparatus  of  the  Gymnasium  is  varied 
and  of  the  best  quality,  and  the  Director  will  be  present  each 
afternoon  to  direct  the  exercise  of  each  student  that  he  may  get 
the  greatest  benefit  from  the  course. 

SCHOOL    OF    ELOCUTION. 

During  the  year  1897-8,  Professor  J.  H.  Rayhill,  of  Jackson- 
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ville,  111.,  a  teacher  of  very  superior  ability  and  of  wide  repu- 
tation, gave  a  series  of  lessons  in  elocution  and  reading  to  the 
College  students,  which  were  very  much  appreciated  and  very 
helpful  to  all. 

The  coming  year,  similar  arrangements  will  be  made,  where- 
by all  students  desiring  special  instruction  in  this  very  important 
art,  may  receive  it.  A  small  fee  is  charged  in  this  subject,  the 
amount  being  determined  in  part  by  the  number  in  the  class. 

SCHOOL  OF  BOOKKEEPING    AND  COMMERCIAL  LAW. 

PROFESSOR    GARNETT. 

The  course  in  this  School  offers,  to  those  prepared  to  enter 
it,  a  thorough  drill  in  Penmanship,  Business  Arithmetic,  Busi- 
ness Composition,  Single  and  Double  Entry  Bookkeeping  and 
Commercial  Law. 

The  system  of  Bookkeeping  used  is  Actual  Business  from 
start  to  finish.  The  student  makes  notes,  draws  drafts,  gives 
orders,  discounts  commercial  paper,  deposits  checks,  drafts,  etc. , 
in  fact  does  just  what  the  business  man  does  in  his  counting-room 
or  store.  Special  attention  also  will  be  given  to  Commercial  Arith- 
metic and  business  correspondence.  The  work  in  Commercial 
Law  will  aim  to  impart  such  knowledge  of  the  principles  of  busi- 
ness law  as  will  be  most  helpful  to  the  student  when  he  enters 
business  for  himself. 

On  completing  the  course,  indicated  above,  and  standing  a 
satisfactory  examination,  the  student  will  be  given  a  certificate 
stating  the  fact,  and  bearing  the  official  indorsement  of  the 
College. 

SCHOOL    OF  SHORTHAND    AND   TYPEWRITING. 

MR.     G.    F.     BURNER. 

Those  desiring  to  take  these  subjects,  will  have  an  opportu- 
nity to  do  so  under  most  favorable  circumstances.  Mr.  Burner 
is  a  practical  stenographer,  now  engaged  with  one  of  the  leading 
law  firms  of  Winchester,  and  thoroughly  acquainted  with  all 
kinds  of  law,  court  or  business  practice  in  shorthand  or  type- 
writing. A  room  is  furnished  him  in  the  College,  and  he  will 
meet  the  class  at  a  time  to  accommodate  the  largest  number. 
Time  required,  two  terms,  or  one  year. 
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GIourses  OF  Instruction, 

ARRANGED  IN  DEPARTMENTS. 


The  work  of  the  College,  previously  described  in  detail  by 
Schools,  is  arranged  in  four  Departments  : 
i.     Preparatory  Department. 

2.  Collegiate  Department. 

3.  Teachers'  Department. 

4.  English  and  Business  Department. 

I.    Preparatory  Department. 

This  Department  is  designed  especially  to  prepare  students 
for  the  classes  of  the  Collegiate  Department,  whether  they  expect 
to  take  one  of  the  regular  courses  to  a  degree,  or  a  select  course. 
Many  students  can  not  obtain  at  their  homes,  the  proper  prepa- 
ration for  Collegiate  classes,  and  are  compelled  to  go  elsewhere. 
To  all  such,  we  offer  special  advantages.  First,  the  classes  of 
this  Department  are  taught  by  the  regular  professors  of  the  Col- 
legiate Department,  and  are  therefore  taught  in  the  best  and 
quickest  way  to  secure  the  desired  end.  In  those  classes  requir- 
ing apparatus,  charts,  etc.,  the  Preparatory  students  have  all  the 
advantages  of  the  full  College  equipment.  Second,  if  a  student 
is  up  in  one  or  more  subjects,  ready  for  the  Collegiate  classes  of 
any  School,  but  behind  in  others,  he  will  find  here  the  best  op- 
portunity for  making  up  all  deficiencies,  and  at  the  same  time 
going  on  with  his  advanced  work. 

For  admission  to  the  classes  of  the  Preparatory  Department, 
no  special  examination  is  required.  The  student  should  be  able 
on  being  admitted  to  any  class,  to  show  by  his  study  and  recita- 
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tion,  that  he  is  competent  to  do  the  work  assigned  that  class  ; 
otherwise  he  may  be  discontinued  at  any  time.  The  student  ask- 
ing for  admission  should  be  not  less  than  twelve  or  thirteen  years 
of  age,  and  should  be  familiar  with  the  elements  of  Descriptive 
Geography,  Arithmetic  as  far  as  Interest,  and  English  Grammar, 
including  the  structure  and  analysis  of  simple  sentences.

TWO  COURSES  OF  STUDY. 

In  the  Collegiate  Department,  there  are  two  courses  of  study 
leading  to  degrees,  the  A.  B.  course  and  the  B.  S.  course,  or  the 
Classical  and  the  Scientific.  They  are  of  equal  length,  and  are 
intended  to  be  of  equal  difficulty.  Any  applicant  for  either  de- 
gree must  be  a  member  of  the  College  at  least  the  last  Term  of 
the  Senior  Year.  A  graduating  oration  will  be  required  of  each 
candidate. 

REQUIREMENTS   FOR   ADMISSION. 

For  admission  to  the  regular  classes  of  the  Freshman  Year 
of  the  Collegiate  Department,  as  given  in  the  Synopsis,  the  ap- 
plicant must  have  completed  the  work  of  our  Preparatory  De- 
partment or  its  equivalent.  Knowledge  of  this  fact  may  be  de- 
termined by  an  examination,  or  by  statements  from  former 
schools  attended.  Certificates  from  all  High  Schools,  Training 
Schools  and  Academies  of  the  state,  with  approved  courses  of 
study,  will  be  taken  in  lieu  of  examination  for  admission  to  the 
classes  of  our  Freshman  Year,  or  to  any  other  of  our  classes  for 
which  their  courses  may  fit  the  student.  But  in  every  case,  let 
the  student  bring  with  him  written  statements  from  former  teach- 
ers, giving  i?i  detail  the  work  done  and  the  character  of  the  work.

THE  A.  M.,  OR  MASTER'S  DEGREE. 

The  degree  of  A.  M.  will  be  conferred  after  a  term  of  three 
years,  on  those  who  have  received  the  degree  of  A.  B.  from  the 
Kentucky  WbsXKyan,  who  will  satisfy  the  Faculty  that  they 
have  pursued  some  literary  or  professional  study,  a  specified 
time,  and  will  present  a  thesis  on  some  subject  connected  with 
their  studies  which  shall  receive  the  approval  of  the  Faculty. 
The  application  for  this  degree,  accompanied  by  the  usual  grad- 
uation fee,  should  be  made  one  month,  at  least,  before  the  An- 
nual Commencement. 

III.    Teachers'  Department. 

1 .  The  course  arranged  for  this  department  is  intended  to 
prepare  young  men  and  young  ladies  to  teach  in  the  common 
schools  of  the  State.  Former  students  taking  this  course  have 
stood  first  class  examinations  in  their  respective  counties.

THE  START . 

Students  from  a  distance  should  leave  home  in  time  to  reach 
Winchester  one  day,  at  least,  before  the  opening  of  the  Term. 
This  gives  a  better  opportunity  for  making  arrangements  about 
boarding,  etc.  Buy  your  ticket  through  to  Winchester.  On 
reaching  Winchester,  leave  your  trunk  at  the  depot,  keeping 
your  check,  and  make  yourself  known  at  once  to  the  President, 
or  some  member  of  the  Faculty.  You  will  then  be  assisted  in 
making  arrangements  for  board,  etc.,  after  which  you  can  have 
your  trunk  taken  to  your  permanent  quarters. 

SELECTION  OF  STUDIES. 

g^iT  Important.  In  the  selection  of  studies,  the  student  is 
urged  to  take  either  the  regular  Classical  or  the  Scientific  Course 
of  Study,  as  outlined  elsewhere,  and  to  take  only  those  classes 
named  in  any  one  year  of  the  course  selected.  It  would  be  well 
for  every  student  before  coming  here,  to  prepare  himself  to  enter 
regularly  some  particular  year  of  the  Collegiate  Department,  or 
of  the  Preparatory  Department,  and  then  to  pursue  the  course  se- 
lected regularly  to  the  end. 

We  permit  irregular  students,  however.  Many  young  per- 
sons are  unable  to  give  more  than  two  or  three  years,  sometimes 
not  more  than  one  year,  to  a  course  in  a  High  School  or  College, 
and  must  select  studies  best  suited  to  their  immediate  wants. 
Such  students  should  consult  with  the  professors,  who  will  gladly 
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help  them  in  forming  plans  of  study  and  arranging  a  schedule  of 
recitations. 

CHANGE  OF  CLASSES. 

No  student,  regular  or  irregular,  after  the  selection  of  his 
studies  and  the  announcement  of  the  permanent  schedule  of  reci- 
tations, is  permitted  to  exchange  classes,  or  to  drop  any  class, 
without  first  obtaining  permission  of  the  professors  concerned,  or 
of  the  Faculty  in  regular  session. 

REPORTS  AND  EXAMINATIONS.     - 

Reports  on  recitation  and  conduct  are  given  quarterly.  A 
scholarship  grade  of  "  A  "  in  any  subject  indicates  a  high  degree 
of  excellence  in  that  subject.  "  B  "  indicates  very  good.  "  C  " 
good.  "  D  "  not  good.  The  "  D  "  grade  suggests  to  both  the 
student  and  his  friends  that  there  is  a  general  deficiency  in  his 
work,  and  an  improvement  Is  desired.  A  grade  "B"  indicates 
bad.  This  grade  means  not  only  that  the  student's  work  is  very 
unsatisfactory,  but  that  he  cannot  expect  to  be  retained  in  that 
class  unless  there  is  immediate  improvement.  These  grades  in 
scholarship  are  based  upon  the  work  in  recitation  only,  for  the 
time  specified,  and  do  not  include  examination  records. 

Examinations  are  held  at  the  end  of  each  term,  of  five 
months,  and  the  final  standing  of  the  student  in  any  subject  is 
found  by  a  combination  of  the  grades  received  in  both  recitation 
and  examination.  His  combined  grade  in  any  subject  must  fall 
in  "  A,  "  "  B,  "  or  "  C,  "  before  he  is  permitted  to  pass  in  that 
subject.  In  case  a  student  fails  to  pass  in  any  subject,  a  private 
re-examination  on  that  subject  may  be  had,  at  the  option  of  the 
Professor,  but  only  one. 

SOCIETIES  OF  STUDENTS. 

First,  there  is  a  Young  Mkn's  Christian  Association. 
The  young  men  of  the  College  are  all  urged  to  become  members 
of  this  association,  because  of  both  its  social  and  religious  charac- 
ter. It  is  an  institution  wholly  without  denominational  bias, 
founded  and  conducted  "  by  young  men  for  young  men.  "  The 
exercises  are  varied  from  week  to  week,  a  deeply  devotional 
spirit,  however,  pervading  them  all,  so  that  no  young  man  can 
fail  to  derive  great  benefit  as  well  as  pleasure  from  them. 
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Secondly,  in  the  line  of  literary  work,  we  have  two  excel- 
lent Societies — the  Eucleian  and  the  Philomathean.  These 
Societies  are  considered  a  part  of  the  College,  and  their  work  is 
subject  always  to  the  approval  of  the  Faculty.  They  are  con- 
ducted, however,  entirely  by  the  young  men,  according  to  such 
methods  as  they  think  conducive  to  the  general  interest  of  the 
work.  In  these  societies  there  is  the  very  best  opportunity  for 
securing  a  practical  knowledge  of  English  and  of  Elocution,  as 
well  as  of  methods  of  debate  and  parliamentary  law.  All  the 
young  men  therefore,  of  any  maturity  whatever,  are  very  strong- 
ly urged  to  become  members  of  one  or  the  other  of  the  societies. 
Their  regular  meetings  are  weekly,  and  the  expenses  are  reduced 
to  the  minimum,  so  that  there  need  be  no  excuse  on  account  of 
time  or  expense  for  any  one's  not  joining  a  society. 

All  literary  or  other  exercises  to  be  delivered  in  public,  or  to 
be  printed  in  College  or  society  paper  and  distributed,  must  re- 
ceive first  the  approval  of  the  President  or  .some  member  of  the 
Faculty,  and  there  shall  be  no  open  session  or  public  entertain- 
ment given  by  either  Society  within  the  last  two  weeks  before 
the  beginning  of  the  Christmas  Holidays,  or  after  May  ist,  ex- 
cept the  Joint  Entertainment  of  the  Societies  given  Commence- 
ment week. 

FRATERNITIES. 

There  are  no  College  Fraternities,  or  other  secret  societies, 
connected  with  the  College,  and  none  are  desired.  Several  times 
Fraternities  of  other  schools  have  asked  privilege  of  organizing 
chapters  in  the  Kentucky  Wesleyan,  but  we  are  frank  to  say 
we  see  little  or  no  good  in  them,  except  as  mere  social  organiza- 
tions. They  often  lead  to  dissipation,  always  to  greatly  increas- 
ed expense  of  the  student.  It  is  a  fact,  deny  it  who  will,  when- 
ever Fraternities  get  a  hold  in  a  College,  the  Literary  Societies 
suffer,  and  are  sometimes  actually  disbanded.  We  prize  our  Lit- 
erary Societies  above  any  organization  that  has  no  public  exer- 
cises, that  seeks  only  to  advance  the  interests  of  its  own  mem- 
bers, regardless  often  of  merit,  and  shields  from  any  judgment  of 
the  public  or  Faculty  simply  because  they  have  sworn  to  one  an- 
other eternal  fidelity. 
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RELIGIOUS  SERVICES. 

i .  The  duties  of  each  day  are  begun  with  religious  services, 
at  which  each  student  is  required  to  be  present. 

2.  On  Sabbath  morning  each  student  is  required  to  attend 
services  in  some  church  in  the  town  or  vicinity.  The  student 
makes  selection,  and  should  signify  to  the  President  of  the  Fac- 
ulty the  church  he  proposes  to  attend  regularly  during  the  year. 

ATTENDANCE  UPON  CLASS,  AND  STUDY  HOURS 

i.  Each  student  must  attend  regularly  all  class  exercises. 
He  must  be  prompt  on  entering  the  room,  and  gentlemanly  at  all 
times  in  his  bearing  toward  his  fellow  students  and  teachers. 

2.  He  must  observe  proper  study  hours  outside  school 
hours.  Contined  absence  from  private  rooms  day  or  night,  will 
be  considered  neglect  of  College  duty.  The  regular  College 
study  hours  are  from  8:30  in  the  morning  except  when  in  recita- 
tion, until  3:30  (from  3:30  until  supper  is  allowed  for  recreation 
outdoors  or  in  gymnasium),  then  from  7  or  7:30  until  going  to 
bed. 

TOBACCO. 

No  tobacco  is  permitted  to  be  used  in  any  form  in  or  about 
the  College  building,  and  should  not  be  used  anywhere  else  if  of- 
fensive or  objectionable  to  any  one.  The  use  of  tobacco,  while 
not  counted  immoral  commonly,  is  of  no  real  value  to  any  healthy 
person.  We  believe  it  is  a  positive  detriment  to  all  young  men, 
and  therefore  shall  discourage  its  use  in  every  way  possible. 

ABSENCE  FROM  TOWN. 

Whenever  a  student,  unless  living  at  home,  desires  to  be  ab- 
sent from  town,  at  any  time,  he  should  first  see  the  President, 
or,  in  case  of  his  absence,  the  Chairman  of  the  Faculty,  and  get 
permission  to  be  away.  This  includes  excursions,  pleasure  trips, 
etc. ,  as  well  as  business  trips. 

BOARDING  HOUSES  AND  RULES  FOR  SAME. 

Students  desiring  to  board  outside  of  the  dormitories,  must 
first  be  assured  of  the  approval  of  the  Faculty,  of  the  place  select- 
ed, and  after  the  beginning  of  the  term,  no  student  should  chauge 
his  boarding  place  without  first  notifying  the  President,  or  some 
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member  of  the  Faculty,  of  his  desire  to  change,  and,  as  far  as 
may  be  right,  giving  reasons  for  same. 

The  following  "  Rul^s  for  Homes  "  have  been  announced, 
and  should  be  complied  with  unless  some  exception  is  made  by 
special  agreement: 

i.  Board  money  is  due  at  the  end  of  each  four  weeks,  with 
no  reduction  for  absence  except  for  three  or  more  days  at  one 
time. 

2.  Not  more  than  two  students  shall  occupy  one  room  at  a 
time,  except  by  special  agreement  of  all  concerned. 

3.  Male  students  will  make  their  own  fires,  the  kindling 
and  fuel  being  placed  in  their  rooms  for  them. 

4.  Soap,  matches,  combs  and  brushes  are  expected  to  be 
furnished  by  the  students  of  each  room. 

5.  As  a  precaution  against  fire,  no  student  should  leave  a 
lamp  burning  in  a  room,  when  all  are  out  of  the  room,  or  during 
the  night. 

6.  General  conformity  to  College  rules  is  expected  of  all. 
Also,  there  should  be  no  wrestling,  boisterous  or  rude  conduct, 
or  bad  language,  at  any  time,  in  rooms  or  halls  of  the  house.  Dur- 
ing study  hours,  there  should  be  no  assembling  of  students  in 
each  other's  rooms,  or  any  unnecessary  visiting  between  same. 

7.  All  damage  to  furniture,  through  willful  act  or  negli- 
gence, is  to  be  paid  for  by  the  student, 

8.  It  is  understood  students  may  submit  respectful  state- 
ment of  any  unsatisfactory  conditions  at  their  boarding  house, 
without  prejudice  to  themselves  in  doing  so.  Also,  householders 
may  call  attention  in  good  faith  to  any  failure  on  the  part  of  stu- 
dents to  conform  to  the  general  rules  of  study  and  good  behavior. 

INTERCOLLEGIATE  GAMES. 

Since  1879,  it  has  been  the  clearly  announced  rule  of  the 
College  to  prohibit  all  games  of  any  kind  away  from  the  seat  of 
the  College.  The  possible  damage  to  students  in  their  studies 
and  in  their  moral  character,  caused  by  such  trips  under  the  usu- 
al conditions,  is  believed  to  be  much  greater  than  the  benefit  re- 
ceived. In  no  case,  therefore,  will  a  base-ball  club,  football  team 
or  other  organization  of  students,  be  permitted  to  visit  neighbor- 
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ing  towns  or  other  institutions  for  match  games.  Also,  "  any 
use  of  the  name  of  the  College  by  any  athletic  or  other  associa- 
tion in  competitive  games  away  from  Winchester,  will  be  made 
the  subject  of  legal  prosecution  by  the  College  corporation.  " 

SPECIFICATION  NOT  NECESSARY. 

Specification  of  every  ungentlemanly  or  immoral  act  that 
may  be  committed  at  the  College,  about  boarding  houses,  on  the 
street,  or  elsewhere,  is  scarcely  necessary.  Of  course  no  student 
can  expect  the  approval  of  the  Faculty  or  the  respect  of  his  fel- 
low students  and  be  guilty  of  any  violation  of  the  rules  of  good 
society  or  of  the  laws  of  the  land.  No  student  has  a  right  to  be 
anything  else  than  a  gentleman  or  a  lady  at  all  times,  and  the 
Faculty  expects  nothing  else. 

It  is  also  understood  that  each  student  becoming  a  member 
of  the  College,  pledges  himself  to  the  observance,  not  only  of  all 
the  rules  herein  announced  or  referred  to,  written  or  unwritten, 
but  such  others  as  the  Faculty  may  impose,  at  any  time,  for  the 
general  good  of  the  institution  and  the  proper  control  of  the  stu- 
dents. 
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f  o  Parents  and  Guardians- 


boarding. 

One  of  the  most  troublesome  questions  for  parents  to  settle 
satisfactorily  is  the  question  of  boarding.  That  we  may  properly 
advise  students  desiring  private  boarding,  and  promptly  provide 
them  with  desirable  homes,  the  College  makes  inquiry,  at  the  be- 
ginning of  each  year,  of  those  householders  we  learn  may  desire 
to  take  boarders. 

i.  Will  students  be  received  to  board?  Full  board,  table 
board,  or  to  room  ?     Male,  or  female  students,  or  both  ? 

2.  Price  of  full  board,  two  in  a  room?  Table  board? 
Room  Rent,  per  room,  furniture  and  fire  included  ?  Not  includ- 
ed ? 

3.  As  far  as  in  your  power,  will  you  kindly  assist  in  having 
students  to  conform  to  College  Rules  for  study  hours  :  8:30  a. 
m. ,  to  12  m.  ;  1  p.  m.,  to  3:30  ;  and  beginning  7:30  to  bed  time? 
Also  in  all  right  and  proper  ways,  co-operate  with  us  in  any  other 
matters  pertaining  to  the  students'  best  interests,  reporting  to  us 
on  inquiry,  any  persistent  irregularity  of  conduct  in  habits  or  as- 
sociations ? 

From  these  replies  a  record  is  made  in  the  President's  Office, 
and  students  will  not  be  permitted  to  select  those  boarding  places 
where  conditions  are  not  satisfactory. 

For  all  young  men  of  more  mature  character  and  self  con- 
trol, and  who  are  willing  or  desire  to  reduce  their  expenses  to 
the  lowest  cost,  the  College  club  boarding  offers  several  advan- 
tages. A  number  of  our  very  best  young  men  are  members  of 
the  club,  and  no  parent  or  guardian  need  fear  the  results  of  the 
dormitory  or  club  boarding  in  the  Kentucky  Wesley  an,  pro- 
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vided  the  young  man  will  do  his  part.  The  dormitory  or  club 
board  is  perhaps  not  best  adapted  to  very  young  students,  or  to 
young  men  who  need  the  restraining  influences  of  more  immed- 
iate supervision.  For  such  as  these,  a  well  regulated  private 
family  is  best. 

LOSING  TIME  OUT  OF  SCHOOL. 
i .     By  all  means  enter  your  son  or  daughter  at  the  beginning 
of  the  term,   if  possible.     The  loss  of  a  week  or  a    "  few    days 
only,  "  is  felt  the  entire  term. 

2.  Neither  let  them  make  frequent  trips  home  or  to  other 
points  away  from  school.  They  really  can  not  afford  to  lose  a 
single  day  out  of  school.  At  Thanksgiving,  we  have  only  one  day 
holiday  ;  no  student  should  ask,  and  none  should  be  permitted  to 
leave  town  to  be  gone  over  Sunday.  At  Christmas  we  give  be- 
tween one  and  two  weeks,  sufficient  time  for  every  student  living 
in  the  State  to  visit  home  and  spend  several  days  with  the  home 
folks.     L,et  that  suffice. 

3.  At  the  close  of  the  terms,  both  the  first  and  the  second,  we 
desire  every  student  to  remain  until  his  last  examination  is  over, 
no  matter  whether  he  expects  to  retur?i  next  term  or  not.  He  owes 
it  to  himself  and  to  us  to  wind  up  the  work  of  the  term  or  of  the 
year  in  the  very  best  shape  he  can.  Neither  he  nor  we  are  able 
to  estimate  correctly  the  term's  work,  should  he  be  permitted  to 
leave  without  standing  his  examinations. 

FURTHER  SUGGESTIONS  TO  PARENTS. 

1.  Ask  your  son  frequently,  in  person  or  by  letter,  what  is 
the  character  of  his  work  and  what  standing  he  is  maintaining  in 
his  classes.  When  the  reports,  which  are  sent  out  quarterly,  are 
received,  make  a  close  study  of  them,  comparing  them  with  oth- 
ers, and  ask  your  son  to  explain  any  deficiencies.  When  there 
is  an  improvement,  be  sure  to  commend  him. 

2.  See  that  accounts  are  not  opened  at  the  stores  of  Win- 
chester without  your  permission.  Merchants  are  warned  not  to 
credit  students  without  written  order  from  parents  or  guardians. 

3.  Have  your  son  make  monthly,  or  at  least  stated  reports 
to  you  of  all  the  money  he  is  spending,  naming  each  item  he  may 
have  bought  and  the  amount  paid  for  it. 
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Do  not  let  your  son  think  that  a  young  man's  character  with 
us  is  determined  by  anything  else  than  his  moral  habits  and  ap- 
plication to  work.  There  is  no  value  whatever  in  a  high-priced 
boarding-house,  or  costly  clothing,  or  fine  society,  etc.  We 
have  enumerated  on  another  page  all  necessary  expenses.  See 
that  your  son  does  not  go  much  above  those  amounts.  Somethi?ig 
is  wrong  if  he  does. 

4.  Should  any  parent  or  guardian  desire  it,  the  money  for 
board,  books,  and  College  fees  will  be  received  and  paid  out  by  a 
member  of  the  Faculty.  All  other  money,  to  meet  the  inciden- 
tal expenses  of  the  student,  should  be  sent  direct  to  him,  at  stat- 
ed times,  and  an  account  required  if  desired. 

5.  If  your  son  is  discouraged  about  his  work  or  disposed  to 
complain  of  anything,  or  if  unfavorable  reports  come  to  you  from 
any  other  source  as  to  our  work  or  his,  let  us  hear  from  you  in 
a  plain,  business  way,  and  we  promise  to  do  everything  in  our 
power  to  make  matters  right. 

A  WORD  ON  THE  MORALS  OF  COLLEGE  LIFE. 

We  do  not  deny  that  sometimes  young  men  turn  out  very 
bad  at  College,  but  not  any  more  frequently,  perhaps,  than  they 
do  at  home  under  the  very  eye  of  their  parents  and  the  restraint 
of  parental  rule.  The  whole  purpose  of  College  work  is  to  stim- 
ulate and  develop  all  the  better  part  of  a  boy's  nature.  From  15 
to  20  years  of  age,  however,  is  the  most  critical  period,  perhaps, 
in  any  man's  life.  The  world  is  putting  on  a  new  face  to  him. 
New  ambitions,  new  appetites  and  desires  are  springing  up  in  his 
bosom,  and  very  wonderful  would  it  be  if  no  young  man  about 
that  time,  in  the  exercise  of  his  God-given  power  of  free  choice, 
should  ever  go  astray. 

It  is  a  mistake,  too,  to  suppose  that  in  any  school  you  can 
hedge  a  young  man  in,  or  that  you  can  exercise  over  him  such 
"parental"  supervision  and  control  as  to  render  it  certain  that 
he  may  not  sometimes  yield  to  the  evil  thoughts  and  suggestions 
that  come  to  him.  Teach  a  young  man  as  early  as  possible  that 
he  is  a  rational  being  and  that  there  is  a  great  moral  responsibili- 
ty resting  upon  him  in  everything  he  does.  L,et  him  feel  that  he 
is  on  trial  for  his  manhood,   and  the  stronger  man  he  will  make 
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if,  under  the  guidance  of  parent  and  teacher,  he  maintains  the 
integrity  of  his  character,  and  at  the  close  of  his  College  course 
enters  upon  life,  having  already  learned  to  appeal  continually  to 
the  great  law  of  right  existing  in  his  own  heart,  and  in  the 
Revealed  Word.

2.  Young  men  preparing  for  the  ministry;  also  all  sons  or 
daughters  of  ministers,  and  all  beneficiaries  of  the  Garth  Fund 
of  Bourbon  county. 

3.  Any  minister  in  regular  work  may  send  free  of  tuition 
one  young  man  or  young  lady,   by  accompanying  the  request  for

dation that  the  bearer  be  granted  such  help  on  the  part  of  the 
College. 

4.  Free  tuition  will  be  given  the  graduate  of  any  Public 
High  School  of  the  State,  producing  a  certificate  for  the  highest 
general  standing  in  his  class,  signed  by  the  Principal.

ftgg^JVo  deduction  is  made  for  a  loss  of  less  than  half  a  term  in 
entering,  and  none  for  voluntary  withdrawal  fro?n  College  before 
the  end  of  the  time  paid  for,   or  in  case  of  dismissio?i  or  expulsion. 

II.    Books  and  Stationery. 

The  total  cost  for  books  and  stationery  need  not  exceed  $5 
to  $7  a  term,  Second-hand  books  can  frequently  be  obtained  at 
a  very  much  reduced  cost,  thus  very  materially  reducing  this 
item  of   expense. 

III.    Board. 

1.  Board  in  private  families,  including  fire,  lights,  bedding, 
etc.,  and  room  taken  care  of,  is  furnished  at  $3.50  a  week,  some- 
times, $3.25  or  less.  Toilet  soap,  matches,  combs  and  brushes 
are  expected  to  be  furnished  by  the  students  of  each  room. 

2.  Board  in  the  Club  depends  somewhat  on  the  number  in 
the  Club  and  the  management.  This  last  year  the  cost  to  each 
student  has  at  no  time  been  over  $2  00  to  $2  15  a  week,  includ- 
ing everything.  The  plan  is:  Bed  rooms  are  rented  in  the  dor- 
mitory or  elsewhere  by  the  young  men ,  and  furnished  according 
to  their  own  taste  or  necessities.  Fuel  and  light  are  furnished 
by  the  students  of  each  room.  A  secretary  and  steward  is  elect- 
ed by  the  Club,  who  buys  all  the  provisions  and  sees  that  they 
are  properly  prepared.  He  reports  bi-weekly  the  actual  cost  of 
the  same,  which  cost  is  shared  equally  by  the  members  of  the 
Club.  This  has  proved  a  very  cheap  and  a  very  satisfactory  way 
of  economical  boarding. 

What  is  the  Total  eost  for  a  Term  of 
Five  Months? 

We  give  two  estimates,   for  both  Preparatory  and  Collegiate 
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Departments,  the  first  for  a  student  of  somewhat  liberal  purse 
and  paying  full  tuition,  the  second  for  a  student  of  limited  means 
and  having  the  benefit  of  a  Scholarship,  or  free  tuition.

FOUNDATION. 

The  Academy  owes  its  existence  to  the  generosity  of  Col.  C. 
W.  Cole  and  wife,  of  Cincinnati,  O.,  who,  in  1895,  transferred  a 
beautiful  and  capacious  property,  at  Burnside,  Ky.,  to  the  Cura- 
tors of  the  Kentucky  Wesueyan,  to  be  used  as  an  Academic 
Preparatory  and  Training  School.  The  building  is  one  of  the 
most  tasteful  and  complete  academic  properties  in  the  State  ; 
heated  by  furnace,  lighted  by  gas,  and  supplied  with  the  latest 
and  best  school  furniture. 

LOCATION. 

Burnside  is  located  on  the  Cincinnati  Southern  Railway,  87 
miles  south  of  Lexington,  167  miles  south  of  Cincinnati — the 
half-way  point  between  the  latter  city  and  Chattanooga.  It  is 
located  also  at  the  head  of  navigation  on  the  Cumberland  River, 
and  is  therefore  an  important  shipping  point  for  a  large  section 
of  country.  It  has  a  population  of  nearly  one  thousand,  com- 
posed of  residents  from  New  England,  Middle  and  Western 
States,  as  well  as  Kentucky  and  Tennessee.  The  homes  are 
homes  of  taste,  intelligence  and  refinement,  and  the  public  spirit 
and  moral  order  of  the  town  compare  most  favorably  with  other 
towns  many  times  its  size. 

COURSE  OF  STUDY  AND  EXPENSES. 

The  course  of  study  and  text  books  will  be  such  as  are  indi- 
cated in  the  Sub- Freshman,  Freshman  up  to  Sophomore  year — 
given  elsewhere  in  this  Register — with  such  provision  for  prima- 
ry and  intermediate  grades,  as  may  be  required.

HISTORY. 

This  Academy  of  the  College  opened  its  first  session  January 
1896,  Professor  E.  E.  Bishop,  Principal.  During  1896,  through 
the  generous  contributions  of  citizens  of  Campton  and  Wolfe 
County,  chiefly,  a  beautiful  building  was  completed,  and  occu- 
pied the  following  year.  It  is  solidly  built  of  brick  and  stone, 
metal  roof,  best  modern  interior  and  furnishings,  seated  with 
Victor  I^ock  and  Folding  Desks.  A  beautiful  elevated  wooded 
campus  of  eight  acres,  donated  by  a  public  spirited  citizen  of 
Campton,  gives  the  Academy  one  of  the  most  attractive  school 
grounds  in  the  State. 

LOCATION. 

Campton  is  the  county  seat  of  Wolfe  County,  70  miles 
southeast  of  Winchester,  and  10  miles  east  of  Torrent  station  on 
the  Lexington  and  Eastern  Railway.  The  town  is  healthfully 
located  in  a  mountain  valley,  with  the  Academy  on  an  attractive 
elevation,  overlooking  the  town  and  surrounding  country. 

The  community  is  a  law-abiding  community,  with  very  de- 
cided moral  and  religious  sentiment — no  saloons —  and  a  gener- 
ous and  high  appreciation  of  the  blessings  of  Christian  education. 

COURSE  OF   STUDY. 

The  course  of  study  includes  all  the  usual  primary  and  in- 
termediate grades,  and  prepares  students  for  College  to  Sopho- 
more Year.  Special  facilities  for  study,  also,  are  furnished  those 
preparing  to  teach.  A  summer  institute  for  teachers  has  been 
added  for  those  not  able  to  attend  the  regular  sessions  of  the 
Academy,  and  will  be  made  a  special  feature.
